During the season of increasing business, the railroads increase the number of engineers and firemen in order to get the increased busi- 
ness over the road. On the other hand, when business falls off, the number of these employes is decreased, meaning that the number represented by 
the decrease have either lost their jobs or been demoted. 

The following instances taken frbm the tables of road freight firemen are illustrative of the extent or degree of this liability of unem- 
ployment. An illustration is given for each of the 15 roads and the period hovered in each case is very short.
